Dr. Marie S6topes of London, 
who is England's most eminent 
woman doctor and president of the 
Society for Constructive Birth 
Control, whose vice-presidents are 
a glittering array of bishops, doc- 
tors, lawyers, members of Parlia- 
ment, generals, admirals and peers, 
writes me an interesting fact in 
connection with the illegal status 
of the subject In the United States. 
They have got so far beyond that 
in Europe, arrived at the educa- 
tional stage and the intelligent dis- 
semination of information, while 
we are still arguing as to the pro- 
priety of even discussing the mat- 
ter. 

Yet Dr. Stopes assures me that 
in the United Stetes were the pio- 
neers in the subject of birth con- 
trol. Actually as far back as 1833 
a Dr. Knowlton issued a pamphiet 
advocating it. And in 1866 R. T. 
Trall, M.D. of New York, published 
a remarkable book of 300 pages. 
entitled ‘Sexual Physiology,” 
which had a wide circulation. This 
book has been republished since 
the days of Anthony Comstock 
with all the author's principal the- 
ories carefully expunged. 

And it was in 1868 that many 
newspapers on both sides of the 
Atlantic gave columns of space to 
the discussion, the most notable 
being that in the London Daily 
Te.egraph, which devoted three 
columns a day tu letters from the 
public for weeks, when papers 
were smaller than they are now. 

But while the question devel- 
oped in all the other civilized 
countries, Mr. Comstock effectual- 
ly squashed it in America, and was 
responsible for making it illegal, 
putting it outside the pale. And 
this in a country where President 
Roosevelt felt it necessary to call 
a halt against race suicide, his 
euphemistic name for the practice 
of birth control 

Dr. Stopes has deluged me with 
literature on the subject, urging 
me to become an apostie and share 
Margaret Sanger’s missionary en- 
thusiasm. But I don't believe I 
was cut out for an apostle.
